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A study on young generation attitude towards religious values has been dealt with in this paper. The sample included 300 
students selected by using random sampling technique, Rajamanickam 's Religious Attitudes Scale used for data collection, 
't-test' technique was adopted for data analysis. There is significant difference that the male graduates attitude towards 
religious value are better than female graduates attitude towards religious value and B.Sc graduates attitude towards 
religious value are better than B.A graduates attitude towards religious value and unaided college graduates attitude towards 
religious value are better than aided college graduates attitude towards religious value.
